-Camden’s OIC, launched this 
summer by Rev. Blake, pastor of 
the Macedonia AME Church, 261 
Spruce Street, is patterned after 
the program founded two years 
ago at Philadelphia by Dr. Leon 
Sullivan, The executive director 
of the Philadelphia OIC, the Rev. 
Thomas J. Ritter, was a speaker 


at the ceremony and described 
the progress of the organization 
in other parts of the country. 

OIC’s program is to provide 
training in vocations such as the 
building trades, electronics 
work, secretarial work, food 
preparation and machinery op- 
erations. Classes have been un- 
der way in the Camden center 


since July ll. In Philadelphia,- 


permanent jobs were found for 85 
per cent of the OIC students in the 
first two, years, and Rev. Blake 
told the group atthe presentation 
that he believes this achievement 
can be equaled or surpassed in 
the South Jersey area. 

In presenting the $10,000 check 
Mr. Weber observed that "'the 
formation of the local OIC means 
more than just job training for 
disadvantaged members of the 
minority groups in Camden." 

“It is a step forward in help- 
ing to strengthen the economic 
development of this area," he 
said. ‘‘For without an adequate 
supply of trained and qualified 
people, industry cannot continue 
to prosper and grow. k is im- 
portant that both industry and the 
citizens work together in such a 
program because of the obvious 
benefits to all who live or work 
in this community." . 

Noting that RCA and its per- 
sonnel had long been active in 
community programs, Mr. 
Weber said that inthe same spir-

Columnist Charges 
Black Power "Phony" 


“Black power’ is a phony cry, 
a plain old - fashioned hoax,'' 
charges Carl T. Rowan in the 
November issue of Ebony. 

“Isolation is à trap.’ 

“The shoutings of ‘black pow- 
er," he continues, ''have less 
force in our real, cruel world 
than a fantasy born of a good 
slug of LSD.” 

The noted newspaper colum- 
nist and former government of- 
ficial--one of America's best- 
known Negroes--has authored a 
special article for Ebony, lash- 
ing out at "black power” and its 
advocates. 

“Had the Klan or the White 
Citizens Councils hired the best 
brains in the country to divide 
Negroes and render them vul- 
nerable to a segregationist on- 
slaught, they could not have 
dreamed of the present specta- 
cle of Negroes wásting their 
energies and brainpower fight- 
ing each other,” Rowan contends. 

Rowan takes sharp issue with 
‘black power’ advocates Stokely 
Carmichael of SNCC, Floyd Mc- 
Kissick of CORE and Congress- 
man Adam Clayton Powell. 

“Iam as proud as the next Ne- 
gro. 1 want to see black men 
holding every legitimate power 
they can seize in our society. But 
I recognize the old "separate but 
equal’ argument when I hear it. 

“What appears to be an appeal 
to the Negro's pride is, in fact, 
an effort to flatter black men into 
believing that the short end of the 
Stick is really the fat of Willie 
Mays’ bat. Generations of enfor- 
ced isolation of the Negro prov- 
ed that ‘there ain't no such ani- 
mal’ as separate but equal; and 
voluntary isolation of the Negro 
isn't going to produce any such 
animal." 

In Ebony Rowan speculates on 
what would happen if the “black 
power' philosophy should give 
Negroes control of, for example 
Lowndes County, Alabama: “Г
